(Ordinance  of  Apr.  9,  1915) 

Phyto sanitary  Certificate  Required 

Article  2.  Every  shipment  of  seeds  or  plants  imported  into  the 
Colony  must  te  accompanied  "by  a  certificate  of  origin  declaring  those 
plants  to  "be  free  from  any  cryptogamic  disease  or  infectious  agent. 
Agricultural  units  knowna  to  he  infected  by  cryptogamic  or  other  dis- 
eases will  he  treated  at  the  expense  of  the  importer  or,  if  necessary, 
destroyed. 

PROVINCE  OP  KATANGA 

Importation  of  Plants  and  Seeds  Restricted 
(Ordinance  No .  1 ,  Jan.  10,  1931) 

Phytosanitary  Certificate  Required 

This  Ordinance  prescrihes  that  any  seeds,  tuoers,  or  plants 
offered  for  importation  into  the  Province  mist  he  supported  \rj   a  certif- 
icate, issued  by  the  official  authorities  of  the  country  of  origin,  de- 
claring those  products  to  be  free  from  cryptogamic  diseases  and  insect 
pests. 

Seeds,  tubers,  or  plants  found  infected  therewith  will  be  treated 
at  the  importer's  expense  or,  if  necessary,  destroyed.
